County rescue squad introduces new mobile 
command unit, hosts search and rescue drill 



The Morgan County Rescue 
Squad hosted a search and res- 
cue training drill for rescue squad 
members, fire department mem- 
bers, law enforcement officials, 
ambulance service employees 
and Red Cross volunteers on Sat- 
urday, Nov. 22, in the Lacy Creek 
area. 

The drill took place following 
the coldest night this fall in a 
search area of approximately 500 
acres. The area was segmented 
and rescuers were divided into 
teams to thoroughly cover the 
terrain. 



The “lost” individual was a 
25 -year- old male who simulated 
a medical emergency while rab- 
bit hunting. The subject was 
found unconscious, and was ex- 
tracted from the area in the res- 
cue squad Kubota to a waiting 
ambulance. 

The exercise lasted approxi- 
mately four hours, as members 
practiced search techniques, 
map, compass and GPS skills, as 
well as rescue techniques. 

A dinner provided by Jimmy 
and Vonda Conley and 
Giovanni’s was held after the 



drill at the Morgan County Res- 
cue Squad/Ambulance Service 
building. 

This was the first time that the 
county’s new Mobile Command 
Unit (MCU) was available for 
use. The trailer is a mobile office 
with a modern computer, printer 
and scanner, all topographical 
maps of Kentucky, radio commu- 
nications, wall and filing cabi- 
nets, work tables, white board, a 
7, 200- watt diesel generator, full 
lights and electrical outlets, air- 
conditioning and heat. 

The MCU allows on-scene 



management of a large scale 
emergency, and will be very in- 
strumental in a quick and effi- 
cient response. The MCU also 
allows the Incident Command 
System to be implemented as re- 
quired by state and federal law.

Commonwealth will 
seek death penalty in 
kidnap-murder case 



Morgan County Common- 
wealth’s Attorney David Flatt 
plans to pursue the death penalty 
for Robin Mapel, the jail escapee 
charged with killing his ex-girl- 
friend recently in Morgan 
County. 

Flatt told the Advocate that 
after meeting with his staff they 
agreed to pursue the death pen- 
alty in the case. He said the ag- 
gravating circumstances in- 
volved in the case, namely kid- 
napping and burglary, warrant the 
death penalty. 

“It’s a clear cut case,” Flatt 
said. 

Mapel, 43, is charged with 
killing his ex-girlfriend, Melissa 
Patrick, Nov. 10, outside her 
home in rural Morgan County. 
Authorities say she was shot 
multiple times with a 9 mm pis- 
tol. 

The Morgan County Grand 
Jury indicted Mapel on Nov. 24 
on charges of capital murder and 
kidnapping. He already faced 
charges in an unrelated case. 

Mapel and Patrick, 38, ac- 
cording to authorities, had a 
sometimes turbulent relationship. 
Their 18-month-old son, Billy 
Wyatt Mapel, had reportedly 
been the source of some of the 
friction between the couple, au- 
thorities said. 

Mapel was facing 50 years to 
life in prison on several previous 
charges when he escaped from 
the Montgomery County Re- 
gional Jail Oct. 16. 

Three and a half weeks later 
Mapel reportedly appeared at 
Patrick’s Morgan County home. 

Patrick’s mother, Sue Perkins, 
told the Mt. Sterling Advocate 
previously that Patrick called her 
that morning and said she was 
sick to her stomach. Sue and her 
husband, Robert, Patrick’s step- 
father, live down the hill from 
Patrick’s home. 

Mapel, who had been hiding 
behind a door, reportedly as- 
saulted Robert Perkins when he 
went to check on Patrick, the 
Perkinses claim. Robert Perkins 
reportedly took Billy Wyatt to his 
home after the assault and re- 
trieved an SKS rifle. 

According to police, Robert 
Perkins fired one shot that report- 
edly struck Mapel as he fled with 
Patrick. The vehicle was discov- 
ered about an hour later about six 
miles away on Ky. 1162 (the 
Vance Fork Road) by Edgar

King, who reported finding it 
parked in his driveway with 
Mapel standing outside the car 
with a gunshot wound to the 
chest. Patrick was slumped in the 
passenger’s seat dead from gun- 
shot wounds. 

The grand jury did not return 
an indictment against Robert 
Perkins on grounds that he fired 
in self-defense. 

Mapel was on the run after his 
jail escape when the slaying took 
place. He was facing numerous 
charges, including kidnapping. 

The escape, according to jail 
officials, occurred when Mapel, 
wearing street clothes, ran after 
he was let outside his jail cell on 
a work detail. He was permitted 
outside to help unload a commis-

Cabinet’s Department of High- 
ways has established priority 
routes for snow and ice removal 
for the upcoming winter season 
in Morgan County. 

The Department of Highways 
is responsible for keeping ap- 
proximately 255 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in Morgan 
County passable in inclement 
weather. It sets snow removal 
priorities according to the 
amount and nature of traffic on 
the routes within each individual 
county. Priority A routes include 
major through routes and are 
those most heavily traveled. Pri- 
ority B routes include other im- 
portant, but lesser traveled, 
routes in the county. Other roads 
fall into Priority C. 

In Morgan County, Priority A 
highways are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, US 460, KY 
7, KY 203, KY 205, KY 519 and 
a portion of KY 172. Priority B 
routes include KY 134, KY 191, 
KY 1010 and portions of KY 
172, KY 705, KY 772 and KY 
946. Other routes are Priority C.

GM not targeting rural Kentucky Farm Bureau to focus on 
dealers in reorganization renewable fuels industry in 2009 



Dec. 9 — Auto dealers “be- 
lieve they are on the chopping 
block, whatever happens to the 
Detroit automobile companies,” 
reports Clifford Kraus s of The 
New York Times. “But instead 
of closing small town 
dealerships, it’s the big city 
dealerships that are being tar- 
geted,” at least by General Mo- 
tors, reports Kevin Davis of 
WXXV-TV, News Channel 25, 
in Waco, Tex. 

“All three carmakers have 
told Congress they need to cut 
their dealer networks as a fun- 
damental element of their sur- 
vival plans,” Krauss notes. Gen- 
eral Motors, for example, says it 
plans to cut its dealer numbers 
to 4,700 from 6,400. Eight years 
ago, it had 8,150. “That network 
is a legacy of the era when GM 
controlled 60 percent of the do- 
mestic market, instead of 20 per- 
cent or so today. The high num- 
ber of dealerships means too 
little business for each, and it 
also means General Motors is 
paying higher transportation 
costs to send vehicles and spare 
parts to multiple dealerships.” 

Davis reports, “Given the fi- 
nancial apocalypse GM is facing, 
it would make sense to consoli- 



Dec. 3 — Several cities are 
likely to lose their daily news- 
papers in the next two years be- 
cause the recession will deepen 
and some newspaper companies 
will default on debt and go out 
of business, Fitch Ratings said in 
a report on media companies yes- 
terday. 

But just as the report was 
coming out, a group of commu- 
nity newspaper publishers went 
public with their plan to boost 
their sector of the industry, which 
is doing much better than met- 
ropolitan papers. 

First, the bad news: Fitch, a 
subscriber-based credit rater, 
said in its 2009 outlook for the 
U.S. media and entertainment 
industries, “Fitch believes more 
newspapers and newspaper 
groups will default, be shut down 
and be liquidated in 2009 and 
several cities could go without a 
daily print newspaper by 2010.”

date dealers into big cities And 
yet GM has announced it’s do- 
ing the exact opposite. ... In a 
plan drafted to members of Con- 
gress, GM states the reduction 
‘will occur primarily in metro- 
politan and suburban areas where 
GM has too many dealers to 
serve the market. ... GM’s distri- 
bution strength in rural areas, 
which is a significant competi- 
tive advantage, will be largely 
preserved.’” Why? The manager 
of a GM dealership Fampasas, 
Tex., told Davis that GM has an 
advantage in rural areas that have 
no import dealers. 

Nationally, dealers “argue that 
they invested millions of dollars 
in their dealerships, buying the 
land, building the facilities and 
providing services for customers. 
They also said that they build 
good will for automobile com- 
panies by supporting local Fittle 
Feague teams and other chari- 
ties,” Krauss writes. “But while 
leaders of dealer associations 
want to keep the number of deal- 
ers as high as possible, they see 
no other option than to support 
the Detroit companies’ efforts in 
Congress, even when those plans 
explicitly call for fewer dealers.”

Publisher writes, “Fitch is gen- 
erally pessimistic across the 
board, assigning negative outlets 
to nearly all sectors from Yellow 
Pages to radio and TV and theme 
parks. But the newspaper indus- 
try is the most at risk of default- 
ing, it says. . . . Fitch rates the 
debt of two newspaper compa- 
nies, The McClatchy Co. and 
Tribune Co. as junk, with seri- 
ous possibilities of default. It also 
assigns a negative outlook to 
both the companies and the 
newspaper sector, meaning their 
credit ratings are likely to dete- 
riorate further.” 

But to such observers, the 
newspaper industry generally 
means daily, metropolitan pa- 
pers. Circulation and advertising 
declines have been much less at 
weekly papers and smaller dai- 
lies, the sort of papers that be- 
long to the National Newspaper 
Association.

Dec. 6 — Kentucky Farm 
Bureau officials say that expan- 
sion of the state’s renewable fu- 
els industry will be a primary fo- 
cus of the organization during the 
2009 session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly. 

The group will also ask law- 
makers to deal with critical live- 
stock issues and environmental 
concerns, and will work to pro- 
tect private property rights for 
farmers. 

Farm Bureau’s voting del- 
egates adopted dozens of pages of 
policy statements during the clos- 
ing session of the group’s 89th 
annual meeting in Fouisville and 
the Board of Directors approved 
condensed lists of priority issues 
for the year ahead. 

Protecting agriculture’s pro- 
grams and services during the 
upcoming session of the General 
Assembly will be challenging, 
says KFB Public Affairs Director 
Faura Knoth. 

“Kentucky’s farming industry 
has just come off a growth year 
and is one of our state’s bright 
spots in an otherwise strained 
economy,” Knoth said. “We will 
want to make sure that progress 
is allowed to continue.” 

With forecasts of continuing 
declines in state revenues, the 



Farm Bureau directors said allo- 
cation of half the state’s tobacco 
settlement funds to finance agri- 
cultural diversification will con- 
tinue to be a top priority. 

Recent studies have indicated 
that the funds have produced 
positive economic results, boost- 
ing job numbers and increasing 
farm income. 

The ag development program 
got an important endorsement at 
a Public Affairs Breakfast held 
earlier in the day. State Rep. 
Tommy Thompson, who heads 
the Kentucky House of Represen- 
tatives Banking and Insurance 
Committee said he supports ear- 
marking the funds for farm 
projects. 

“We need to make sure those 
moneys continue to go there, be- 
cause we’ve seen the benefits,” 
Thompson said. “We’re getting 
dividends for those funds going 
to promote diversification.” 

Other state legislative priori- 
ties include: 

*Fimit local governments’ 
ability to enact farming regula- 
tions that are more stringent than 
state rules 

* Achieve reductions in wild- 
life populations to reduce crop 
losses and combat higher num- 
bers of vehicle-animal collisions 



and the resulting damage and po- 
tential for injury 

* Protect farmers’ ability to 
raise livestock using approved 
agricultural practices 

^Ensure that steep increases in 
property taxes are subject to voter 
referendum 

On the national level, Farm 
Bureau plans to closely monitor 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s implementation of 
the new farm bill through its rule- 
making process. 

The group will ask Congress 
to eliminate a new mandate that 
producers purchase crop insur- 
ance to establish eligibility for 
crop disaster payments. 

Farm Bureau is asking for in- 
creased oversight of commodity 
markets to reduce manipulation 
of cash markets and the resulting 
artificial price swings. The group 
also plans to work with Congress 
and federal agencies to ensure 
that environmental restrictions 
growing out of concerns over cli- 
mate change do not adversely af- 
fect ag producers.

This year will be remembered 
as one of the most collectively 
stressful times in U.S. history, 
and it is taking its toll on the 
emotional and physical health of 
all Americans, making healthy 
sleep one of the most important 
AND affordable coping mecha- 
nisms available to all. 

New survey data from the 
American Psychological Asso- 
ciation shows that more than half 
of all Americans report irritabil- 
ity, anger, fatigue and sleepless- 
ness. Almost half say that they 
self-medicate by overeating or 
indulging in unhealthy foods. 
Now, add to this holiday travel- 
ing, trimming the tree, fighting 
mall crowds, partying, drinking 
a nd over indulging, and it equals 
merry holidays that become 
scary holidays - with the poten- 
tial to add to your waistline. 

A recent study presented at 
the 2008 Annual Meeting of the 
Associated Professional Sleep 
Societies showed that when 
study participants slept only five- 
and-a-half hours a night, they 
consumed more snacks. Further, 
the carbohydrate content of the 
snacks they chose increased. 
Basically, they had more time to 
eat and sought quick energy, 
comfort foods - the kind that add 
unwanted pounds fast. 

“Chronic stress like we are 



experiencing this year with the 
economy weakens the immune 
system, disturbs sleep, increases 
appetite, raises blood pressure 
and leads to unhealthy habits,” 
says B.T. Westerfield, M.D., 
sleep specialist and medical di- 
rector of the Sleep Disorders 
Centers. “Because the stress is 
seemingly uncontrollable, 
people should pay more attention 
to the free coping mechanisms 
they have control over, like 
sleep.” 

When either sleep quality or 
quantity suffer, it leads to in- 
creased irritability, emotional 
instability, depression, memory 
problems, diminished immuni- 
ties, decreased vigilance, perfor- 
mance problems and increased 
stress, decreased resistance to ill- 
ness and even weight gain - all 
undesirable at any point, but es- 
pecially during this holiday sea- 



son. 



“Healthy sleep is within your 
control and it’s free,” says Dr. 
Westerfield. “Respect your sleep 
need so you’ll be better able to 
handle the day. Adults need 
seven to eight hours of sleep 
nightly. To fit sleep in during the 
holidays, I have five tips to help 
you have visions of sugar 
plums.” 

• Have a holiday sleep routine 
to cue your body to wind down, 



including warm milk, cookies, 
Christmas carols, a Christmas 
story and then off to bed. 

• Watch holiday drinking and 
smoking. Alcohol is sedating and 
even in small doses makes a 
sleepy person sleepier. Nicotine 
in cigarettes is a stimulant mak- 
ing it harder to sleep, so QUIT./ 
Don’t forget caffeine. It’s not just 
coffee and tea, but chocolate too 
- it disrupts sleep. 

• Don’t skip exercise; it pro- 
motes sleep. Hang lights, walk 
at lunch and take stairs. If din- 
ner is late, eat light. Indulging 
works a digestive system on 
overtime, making it harder to 
sleep. 

• Watch for sleepy drivers in 
busy driving times. They’re as 
dangerous as drunk drivers. If 
you’re heading over the river and 
through the woods - don’t drive 
sleepy. Avoid driving from mid- 
night to 7 a.m. If you’re sleepy, 
stop and take a break. 

• Kids have a sleep need, too. 
Television specials, school vaca- 
tion and parties get kids’ sched- 
ules out of whack. To keep fam- 
ily peace, meet their sleep need. 
Maintain regular sleeping and 
waking times, even on vacation. 
By respecting your sleep need, 
and the sleep needs of your fam- 
ily members, you’ll make your 
holidays more enjoyable. 



THE BOOKWORM’S SHELF

While at the Kentucky Book 
Fair last month, I agreed to serve 
as Regional Liaison, in our part 
of the state, for next year’s Book 
Fair, and when I wondered aloud 
if publicizing books and authors 
from this year’s event might be a 
good way to familiarize folks in 
each county with the caliber of 
what’s actually offered there, the 
idea was readily approved. 
Hence, the column you are read- 
ing. (Each week you’ll also find 
here the current bestseller lists 
from Joseph-Beth Booksellers 
and The New York Times.) 

A perennial favorite at the 
Kentucky Book Fair, David Dick 
is a veteran of news reporting. 30 
years ago last week, he barely 
dodged a bullet (literally) by ar- 
riving a day later than planned in 
Jonestown, Guyana, the day af- 
ter the murders/suicides took 
place there. His reporting on that 
tragedy for CBS News won him 
great acclaim; he’d already won 
an Emmy for his story on the at- 
tempted assassination of George 
Wallace in 1972. 

After retiring to Kentucky 
from the CBS network, and pub- 
lishing two weekly newspapers 
before retiring again, he contin- 
ues writing articles and books for 
a grateful public despite a long 
battle with prostate cancer. His 
latest and 13 th book is Let There 
Be Light - The Story of the Rural 
Electrification in Kentucky , 
which chronicles how, until the 
mid- 1930s (and well beyond, in 
some areas), much of rural Ken- 
tucky went dark each day after the 
sun set, and how the arrival of 
electricity made huge changes in 
lives and landscapes. 

(I must interject here that 
David Dick is a gentleman and 
humanitarian in the nth degree. In 
1997 when I was in the second of 
four chairmanships of the 
Breathitt County Relay For Life, 
David accepted my invitation to 
be our emcee. Knowing his 
health condition, I reserved a 
motel room for him and his lovely 
wife Lalie, and fully expected 
them to leave after the luminary 
ceremony. Wrong! He never left 
the track, all night long. . . .) 

Back with a third book this 
year was Dr. Richard Holl, a 
Maryland native and professor of 
history at Hazard Community and 
Technical College, who com- 
pletely departed from his previ- 
ous books’ subjects (the 
Roosevelt years and a Kentucky 
history) by turning out Wildcats 
in Turmoil: the 2007-2008 Bas- 
ketball Season. It covers what’s 
considered UK’s “break-even” 
year with Coach Billy Gillespie, 
newly hired and adjusting to the 
discovery that Kentucky fans 
have extremely high expectations 
of their coaches! The book ex- 
plores Coach Gillespie’s philoso- 
phies and his very public but 
equally-private personal life, and 
describes his past and current ex- 
ploits in basketball. The first 40- 
odd pages give a great look at past 
UK roundball coaches, their 
standout players, and memorable 
games. 

Rich says he has always been 
a sports nut, and had a good time 
researching and writing this book, 
which is dedicated to his father. 
(A personal note to his students: 
Get him to show you a recent pic- 
ture of the adorable little girl he 
and his wife Jodie went to Russia 
to adopt two years ago!)

Another time, another place - West Liberty in the 1930s 




Dr. and Mrs. Rueben Sparks lived in this imposing house on South 
Main Street. There was a milk cellar on the left to the rear of the 
house. Directly behind the house was a barn. Dr. Sparks sold the 
house to Woodrow Stamper, who razed it to build Stamper Motel. 
The house was built by Wiley Franklin. 




The J. Blaine Nickell house was built in 1938 and is presently 
owned by Merle and Gerleen Nickell.

Dr. Sparks had an office up- 
stairs in the Jim Oney building 
when I was a child. I broke my 
collarbone (clavicle) when I was 
nine or 10 years old, and Mother 
took me to see him. 

I can remember very vividly 
his office and an unusual incident 
happening there at the time. Af- 
ter he set my collarbone, he broke 
a rung from a cane bottom chair, 
making a splint and taping it to 
my shoulder! 

After the death of his wife, 
Florence Hutchinson Sparks, in 
1948, he sold his property in the 
early 1950s to Woodrow Stamper 
to build Stamper Motel. Dr. 
Sparks’s son, Winfred Sparks, 
built him a small house on Riv- 
erside Drive, just across the street 
from where I live today. 

Dr. Sparks owned property on 
Riverview that contained a pas- 
ture field and a barn. He also had 
a barn behind his house along 
Riverside Drive, which was his 
winter barn. He kept the cow in 
his barn in the winter, and in the 
barn with a pasture field in the 
summer. In the 1950s, it was a 
status symbol to have two cars. 
Well, one might say that Dr. 
Sparks was a “two-barn man!” 

In 1937, my dad, J. Blaine 
Nickell, bought property from 
Jim Franklin to build a house at 
the south end of West Liberty. 
There was a large barn located on 
the site that had to be torn down 
in order to build his house. Mose 
Turner scooped out the basement 
with a mule and scraper, and Bill 
Johnson cut the stone and laid the 
basement. 

Hayden Ratliff, Charlie 
Lykins and Roger Phipps built 
the house, and we moved in dur- 
ing the fall of 1938. Moving from 
the center of town to our new lo- 
cation was like moving out in the 
country. In those days, it practi- 
cally was the country. 

(Hayden Ratliff and crew also 
built the home of my granddad, 
Monroe Nickell, commonly 
called the Cortis Stacy house, as 
well as my house. That is three 
generations of our family ! 

Moving into the new house 
was an exciting time for us three 
children - Betty Jean, 14; Merle, 
12; and myself, 10. It was a great 
time to be alive and live in West 
Liberty. 

Merle and I did the same thing 
as most kids in town did. We had 



chores to do, but they differed 
from those of farm boys, and in- 
cluded mowing grass, as well as 
working in the garden and in 
Mother’s flower beds, etc. 

Mowing our lawn with the old 
reel-type mower kept us busy in 
the summer. Besides mowing 
other lawns to earn spending 
money. Dad was very particular 
about the lawn, especially since 
he never mowed it! The old reel- 
type push mower wouldn’t cut 
“rat tails,” so they had to be cut 
with a hand sickle. We seemed 
to always have a bumper crop of 



plantain in the lawn. 

(Plantain is a low-growing 
weed with long, slender spikes of 
small flowers.) 

There were two steep terraces 
in front of our house, which be- 
came the subject of many heated 
arguments as to who would mow 
them. Being the smallest, I usu- 
ally got to mow the small terrace, 
and Merle had to mow the big 
terrace. 

The original property in- 
cluded property from the Jim 
Franklin line to the Jim Oney 



line. We had a large garden lo- 
cated where Steve McKenzie 
lives now. Merle and I had to 
work in the garden and help 
mother in the flower beds. 
Hence, both of us have a pretty 
good knowledge of gardening 
and raising flowers. 

Mother was an authority when 
it came to flowers. Growing up 
in Chicago, in a second floor 
apartment, instilled in her a love 
for the outdoors - she seemed to 
never get enough of being out- 
side. 

Betty Jean had to help with the 
household chores. 

Perhaps the one thing my 
brother and I argued the most 
about was “going to get the 
milk,” as we called it. We got 
milk from Mrs. Sparks. They had 
a cellar beside and to the rear of 
the house. After Dr. Sparks 
milked and brought the milk 
from the barn to the cellar, Mrs. 
Sparks would process it and 
leave a half gallon of milk for us 
on the cellar steps, where one of 
us would pick it up. The milk job 
was assigned to Merle and me. 

After supper each evening, 
Merle and I would go to town, 
and it seemed everyone else did! 
Not much went on, but we didn’t 
want to miss it if it did! 

It was important to see who 
was on the 6 p.m. bus, how many 
buses were running, if The Lex- 
ington Leader and Kentucky Post 
newspapers arrived, if the movie 
film for Rex Theater arrived, who 
was driving the bus, what boys 
were coming home on leave or 
leaving for the service, and if 
there were any pretty girls on the 
bus. 

Walking to town was a pleas- 
ant summer event I will never 
forget. In the spring, the “spring 
frogs” would be doing their thing 
with loud mating calls along 
Long Branch. Their calls were 
interrupted by greetings from the 
ladies living along the street. 

(Most all the women living on 
the street would have their 
evening meal over early so they 
could sit on their front porches 
in swings or rocking chairs.) 

From our house, I would walk 
past the houses of Tissie Oney, 
Florence Sparks, Ida Keeton, Ett 
Wells, Florence McClain, Sudie 
Reed and B arietta Wrather, and 
they all would greet me with a 
“How are you this evening, 
Lynn?” 

Some evenings on the way 
back from town, it wasn’t too late 




Dr. R.D. Sparks was born in 
Lawrence County, and was a 
practicing physician in Morgan 
County for 64 years. After he 
graduated from the Louisville 
School of Medicine at the age 
of 23, he began practicing on 
Elkfork in Morgan County. He 
later moved to West Liberty. He 
was proud of his delivery of 
5,010 babies, with 280 sets of 
twins and 60 sets of triplets! Dr. 
Sparks was born in 1883 and 
died in 1964. 

and the evening was too warm to 
sleep, they would still be on their 
porches. Then I would be greeted 
with, “What’s going on in town, 
Lynn?” 

Up until Merle left for the 
Navy, we had to get our “milk 
schedule” straightened out before 
we went to town. When we both 
returned home and were in bed, 
nothing was dreaded more - es- 
pecially in the winter - to hear 
Mother yell up stairs, “Did you 
boys get the milk?” 

Then the argument would be- 
ing ! “It’s your turn !” “No, it isn’t. 
It’s your turn!” Whoever lost the 
argument had to crawl out of a 
nice, warm bed and go get the 



milk. Merle left for the Navy af- 
ter he graduated in 1944. Then 
the milk chore became mine 
alone. 

During World War II, there 
were no street lights on at night 
to save electricity, and for de- 
fense purposes, I suppose. (Can 
you believe we had air raid drills 
during the war? I’m sure the axis 
powers were concerned with 
what went on in West Liberty!) 

I did a lot of whistling when I 
was a kid, which is something 
you never hear a kid do anymore. 
I had to be home by 11 p.m., and 
it was really dark by that time. 
So, I would walk in the middle 
of the street and whistle as I went 
home. 

My wife, Leatha Nell, and 
family moved into the Baldwin 
house in 1944. She tells me about 
hearing me whistle as I walked 
down the street. My whistling 
may have won her over! 

Sometimes my imagination 
would get the best of me, and I 
would imagine all sorts of things. 
Just before getting to the Sparks 
home, I would start running, 
imagining someone was hidden 
behind the hedge that surrounded 
the house, or in the bushes be- 
side the house. 

I would clear the hedge like a 
hurdler, run through the yard, 
scoop up the milk, jump the 
hedge along the side yard, cross 
the street, run past the Jim Oney 
place, and then I was safe at 
home! 

No doubt, this is where I de- 
veloped my track skills as I made 
the track team at Eastern ! If there 
had been a track event consist- 
ing of jumping hedges and 
scooping half-gallons of milk, I 
would have been a track star!

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sary truck because he was desig- 
nated a “trusty,” a reward given 
by jail staff for good behavior.

This year has had its ups and 
downs, but we like to focus on 
the positives. Because of our 
commitment to growing Morgan 
County, we are still working on 
several projects. We are still 
building bridges, working on 
roads, planning for a new court- 
house, etc. 

It looks like the new IGA will 
open sometime around the first 
of the year, and may provide a 
few new jobs. 

The BAT Medical Network 
project that we discussed this past 
fall is still being discussed. Due 
to the downturn in financing, no 
one has been hired. However, all 
applications are still on file. We 
hope something will break this 
spring. 

As far as other projects this 
year, we have been installing 
water lines all over Morgan 
County, and will be installing two 
new radio read meters this spring. 
Also, Hwy. 191, Morris Cem- 
etery Road, Hwy. 134 and 
Wheelrim Road water projects 
should be bid by Lebruary, and 
water line installation should fol- 
low shortly thereafter. 

We certainly are glad to see 
the gas prices fall below $2 per 
gallon, which should help all of 
us at the pumps. 

Due to the new road proce- 
dures, the county is only allowed 
to maintain county roads. The 
state secondary roads will be 
done by the state highway crews. 
We will try to keep all roads as 
safe as possible throughout the 
winter. We have used the brush 
cutter in three of the five districts, 
and we will continue in the other 
districts when the weather breaks 
in the spring.

Good Tidings From 
Social Security 
By Bernard O’Nan 

As the holidays approach, 
Social Security has good tidings 
to share with Social Security and 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) beneficiaries; they will re- 
ceive a 5.8 percent increase in 
benefit payments beginning with 
the January payments! 

The 5.8 percent Cost-of-Liv- 
ing Adjustment (COLA) will 
begin with benefits that over 50 
million Social Security benefi- 
ciaries receive in January 2009. 
Increase payments to more than 
7 million SSI beneficiaries will 
begin on Dec. 31. 

Social Security and Supple- 
mental Security Income benefits 
increase automatically each year 
based on the rise in the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics’ Consumer 
Price Index for Urban Wage 
Earners and Clerical Workers 
(CPI-W), from the third quarter 
of the prior year to the corre- 
sponding period of the current 
year. 

This 5.8 percent increase is 
the largest since 1982. 

Along with the annual COLA 
comes other changes, including 
an increase in the amount of 
wages subject to Social Security 
tax. In 2008, the maximum tax- 
able amount was $102,000. Be- 
ginning in 2009, the maximum 
taxable amount will be $106,800. 
This change will affect about 1 1 
million of the 164 million work- 
ers who pay Social Security tax. 
The tax rate remains the same: 
6.2 for employers and employ- 
ees, and 12.4 for the self-em- 
ployed. 

In 2009, it will take $1,090 in 
taxable earnings to earn a credit 
of coverage for Social Security, 
up from $1,050 in 2008. All 
workers can earn up to four cred- 
its in a year. 

The average retired worker 
will receive $1,153 per month in 
Social Security benefits in 2009, 
up from $1,090 in 2008. 

People who have Medicare 
coverage will want to visit 
Medicare’s website at 
www.medicare.gov for changes 
coming in 2009.

THE KITCHEN 
HEARTH

I’m sharing two recipes this 
week, one for a silky Lemon 
Curd that is soooo easy to make 
and is delicious eaten with gin- 
gerbread or hot flaky scones, or 
to fill tart shells or crisp 
meringues... or simply enjoyed 
by the spoonful. I never thought 
I’d see the day when I’d make 
Lemon Curd in the microwave, 
and say it’s the best I’ve ever 
made, but this one is. Honestly! 
(And don’t be put off by the term 
“curd” as it’s really just a slightly 
thicker, tarter version of Lemon 
Sauce.) 

The other recipe is for Sweet 
Potato Muffins, which will keep 
their moist, spicy goodness at 
room temperature for up to three 
or four days in a sealed container. 
They’re great on their own, or 
with chicken or fruit salad, baked 
ham, fried chicken, etc. The bat- 
ter will keep perfectly well in the 
refrigerator, in a container that’s 
well-covered but not airtight, for 
a couple of days, so you can bake 
and serve muffins as needed. 
Enjoy! 

TRULY EASY LEMON 
CURD 

cup (1 stick) unsalted butter 
Zest from 3 lemons 
3 large eggs 
1 cup granulated sugar 
1 cup fresh lemon juice 

In microwave-safe bowl, heat 
butter until melted. Stir in the 
lemon zest. In separate bowl 
whisk together the eggs and 
sugar until smooth, then stir in 
lemon juice. Add to butter, 
whisking until well-combined. 
Cook in microwave in one- 
minute intervals, stirring from 
bottom of bowl after each 
minute, until mixture is thick 
enough to coat a spoon. This 
doesn’t take long and tastes heav- 
enly ! Leftovers will keep refrig- 
erated for at least two weeks. 

SWEET POTATO 
MUFFINS 

1-1/2 cups granulated sugar 
teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1-3/4 cups all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 teaspoon nutmeg 

1/2 cup peanut or canola oil 

2 large eggs 
1/3 cup water 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 cup baked or cooked sweet 
potato, cooled and peeled, 
packed into cup 



Whisk dry ingredients to 
blend. In separate bowl thor- 
oughly combine the oil, eggs, 
water, vanilla and sweet potato, 
then add the dry ingredients and 
beat well. Spray muffin tins with 
Pam and fill each cup almost 2/3 
full with batter. Bake in pre- 
heated 350-degree oven for 20- 
25 minutes or until top springs 
back when lightly pressed. Cool 
tins on wire racks for 10 minutes, 
then turn muffins out on racks to 



finish cooling. Makes about 18. 
Great at room temperature, but 
treat yourself — enjoy one fresh 
from the oven.

Last year proved to be a 
breakout season for the Lady 
Cougars.

“Lara’s doctors described it as 
a ‘football type’ injury,” said 
Brown. “She was driving the lane 
and pulled up for a jump shot 
when her knee popped. There 
was no contact or collision; it just 
happened. Lara will be out for six 
to nine months. We’re really go- 
ing to miss her.” 

The Lady Cougar roster also 
includes Mary Beth Harmon — 
one of only two seniors on the 
team — along with sophomore 
Maci Motley. Eighth graders 
Coral Hillman, Whitney Elam, 
Tiarra Kidd and Brianna Lindon 
round out the varsity roster and 
make up the junior varsity team.

Dec. 8 — Since the shopping 
season is upon us, and people are 
likely to leave a purse or wallet 
in a store on the counter, or in a 
shopping cart, or worse yet get 
it stolen out of their car, home or 
shopping cart, you should clip 
and save the following informa- 
tion, and HOPE you never need 
it. Do it NOW. Later may be too 
late. 

All the information contained 
in the following attorney’s letter 
is good advice. Whether it was a 
“real letter” from an attorney to 
his employees, I don’t know, but 
the advice is sound. Here goes: 

1. The next time you order 
checks, instead of listing your 
first name, have only your ini- 
tials and last name put on them. 
If someone takes your check- 
book, they will not know if you 
sign your checks with just your 
initials or your first name, but 
your bank will have your signa-

ture card and know how you sign 
your checks. 

2. Do not sign the back of 
your credit cards. Instead, write 
“PHOTO ID REQUIRED.” 

3. When you are writing 
checks to pay on your credit card 
accounts, DO NOT put the com- 
plete account number on the 
“For” line. Instead, just put the 
last four numbers. The credit 
card company knows the rest of 
the number, and anyone who 
might be handling your check as 
it passes through all the check 
processing channels won’t have 
access to it. 

4. Put your work phone # on 
your checks instead of your 
home phone. If you have a P.O. 
box, use that instead of your 
home address. 

5. Never have your Social 
Security number printed on your 
checks (DUH!) You can hand 
write it if necessary. But if you 
have it printed, anyone can get 
it. 

6. Place the contents of your 
wallet on a photocopy machine. 
Copy both sides of each license, 
credit card, etc. You will know 
what you had in your wallet and 
all of the account numbers and 
phone numbers to call and can- 
cel. Keep the photocopy in a safe

place. I also carry a photocopy 
of my passport when I travel ei- 
ther here or abroad. We’ve all 
heard horror stories about fraud 
that’s committed on us in steal- 
ing a name, address, Social Se- 
curity number, credit cards, etc. 

Unfortunately, I, an attorney, 
have firsthand knowledge be- 
cause my wallet was stolen last 
month. Within a week, the thief 
ordered an expensive monthly 
cell phone package, applied for 
a VISA credit card, had a credit 
line approved to buy a Gateway 
computer, received a PIN num- 
ber from DMV to change my 
driving record information 
online, and more. But here’s 
some critical information to 
limit the damage in case this 
happens to you or someone you 
know: 

1. We have been told we 
should cancel our credit cards 
immediately. But the key is hav- 
ing the toll free numbers and 
your card numbers handy so you 
know who to call. Keep those 
where you can find them. 

2. File a police report imme- 
diately in the jurisdiction where 
your credit cards, etc., were sto- 
len. This proves to credit provid- 
ers you were diligent, and this is 
a first step toward an investiga- 
tion (if there ever is one). 

But here’s what is perhaps 
most important of all: (I never 
even thought to do this.) 

3. Call the 3 national credit 
reporting organizations immedi- 
ately to place a fraud alert on 
your name and Social Security 
number. I had never heard of 
doing that until advised by a 
bank which called to tell me an 
application for credit was made 
over the Internet in my name. 
The alert means any company 
who checks your credit knows 
your information was stolen, and 
they have to contact you by 
phone to authorize new credit. 

By the time I was advised to 
do this, almost two weeks after 
the theft, all the damage had been 



done. There are records of all the 
credit checks initiated by the 
thief’s purchases, none of which 
I knew about before placing the 
fraud alert. Since then, no addi- 
tional damage has been done, and 
the thief threw my wallet away. 
This weekend someone turned it 
in. It seems to have stopped them 
dead in their tracks. 

Now, here are the numbers you 
always need to contact about your 
wallet, etc., has been stolen (or 
lost):l.) Equifax: 1-800-525- 
62852.) Experian (formerly 
TRW): 1-888-397-37423.) Trans 
Union: 1-800-680-72894.) Social 
Security Administration (fraud 
line): 1-800-269-0271 

Note from Sherry: My hus- 
band, Bill, was a victim of iden- 
tity theft a little over a year ago. 
Thank goodness somebody ad- 
vised us to contact the credit re- 
porting agencies and put a fraud 
alert on my husband’s social se- 
curity number. From that point on, 
every time anyone applied for 
credit using his name, social se- 
curity number, date of birth, etc., 
the credit reporting agency had to 
telephone Bill to see if it was re- 
ally HIM. To our amazement, the 
perpetrator(s) tried to open credit 
lines (or apply for credit cards) in 
the amounts of $23,000 at Ameri- 
can Express; $16,000 at Capital 
One; four (4) $10,000 accounts 
from Citibank; and undisclosed 
amounts from Discovercard. 
There were several applications 
submitted to Discovercard, but 
they wouldn’t tell us how much 
they were for. 

The worst case scenario is that 
you took about a half an hour of 
your time to copy your wallet con- 
tents. If you ever get robbed [or 
lose your wallet while shopping], 
you will be glad you had taken 
that little bit of your time.

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Beef body condition scores 
good indicators of herd health 



Early winter is an optimum 
time to prepare your spring-calv- 
ing herd for reproductive success. 
Adequate nutrition from about 50 
to 80 days prior to calving is criti- 
cal to maximizing a cow’s ability 
to rebreed and maintain a 365-day 
calving interval. If a cow gets in- 
adequate nutrition or is thin at 
calving and breeding, she will 
take longer to come into heat and 
will require more services to con- 
ceive. 

The best method to evaluate 
the nutritional status of your herd 
is to do body condition scores. A 
body condition score is an esti- 
mate of the degree of body fat- 
ness of an animal, which gives us 
an estimate of the amount of body 
energy reserves available to the 
cow. Scores range from 1 to 9, 
with 1 meaning a cow is emaci- 
ated or extremely thin, while a 9 
is an animal that is extremely 
obese. Beef producers should 
train themselves to identify cows 
that are too thin, cows that are 
marginal and cows that have an 
optimal body condition score for 
rebreeding. Body condition scor- 
ing is a tool to help plan your 
supplemental feeding program so 
you can maintain adequate pro- 
ductivity in your herd. 

You can determine body con- 
dition score by looking at the de- 
gree of sharpness or thinness in 
several areas of the cow’s body. 
The ribs and backbone are two 
primary regions you need to ex- 
amine to help establish body con- 
dition score. Other important ar- 
eas are the tailhead, shoulder and 
brisket regions of the cow. In gen- 
eral, cows with more fat appear 
smoother in these areas to the 
point that individual bones are 
difficult to see. 

Cows that are too thin, scores 
of 3 or less, have easily identifi- 
able fore and rear ribs, sharpness 
across the backbone, sharpness 
over the hook and pin bones near 
the tailhead and sharpness across 
the shoulders. These cows need 
to gain approximately 150-200 
pounds before calving if you want 



them to rebreed in a timely fash- 
ion. 

Cows that are borderline have 
a body condition score of 4. These 
cows have easily identifiable 12th 
and 13th ribs, but their fore ribs 
are covered. The backbone and 
hooks and pins are still prominent 
but are not sharp in appearance. 
The shoulders are less defined. 
These cows need to gain about 75 
to 100 pounds before breeding 
season. 

Cows that are in optimal body 
condition have scores of 5 or 6 
and have a good overall appear- 
ance. No ribs are visible unless 
the animal has been shrunk. The 
backbone, hooks and pins appear 
rounded and not easily seen and 
the area around the tailhead is 
filled in but not mounded. These 
cows simply need to maintin their 
weight until calving. 

Research has shown that cows 
with scores less than 5 at calving 
have lower pregnancy rates and 
take longer to rebreed than cows 
with scores of 5 or higher. The 
optimum body condition score 
for mature cows is a 5 or 6. Heif- 
ers that are calving their first calf 
need to have a score of at least 6 
to maximize rebreeding success. 

The best way to use body con- 
dition scoring is sort cows accord- 
ing to their score at 90-100 days 
before calving and feed these 
groups according to their score 
and nutrient needs to optimize 
reproduction. Each body condi- 
tion score typically represents 75 
to 100 pounds of body weight. 
Analyze your feedstuffs so that 
you can accurately balance ra- 
tions to meet the needs of each 
group of cows. This method not 
only ensures adequate breeding 
potential of your cowherd, but is 
also an efficient method of sup- 
plying nutrients to your cows.

Revokes parts of water 
quality rule by allowing 
dredge-and-fill permits 

Dec. 3 — The Environmental 
Protection Agency on Tuesday 
approved a last-minute rule 
change by the Bush administra- 
tion that environmentalists fear 
will lead to coal companies bury- 
ing more Appalachian streams 
with excess rock and dirt from 
surface mining.” 

The rule proposed by the In- 
terior Department and its Office 
of Surface Mining was revised at 
EPA’s request, but will still “re- 
voke parts of a key water quality 
rule that could have been used [in 
lawsuits or action by the Obama 
administration] to limit the burial 
of streams by mountaintop-re- 
moval coal-mining operations.” 

The old “buffer zone” rule, 
enacted 25 years ago, bans min- 
ing activities within 100 feet of 
streams, including those that oc- 
casionally dry up. That compli- 
cates mountaintop-removal min- 
ing, which deposits the rock and 
dirt from the mined area in fills 
at the heads of hollows, or nar- 
row valleys below the mined 
ridges. Federal and state agencies 
routinely grant coal companies 
variances from the rule, suppos- 
edly by showing that they won’t 
“adversely affect the water quan- 
tity and quality, or other environ- 
mental resources of the stream,” 
as the current rule states. 

Under the final version of the 
new rule, EPA would consider 
mining valley fills in compliance 
with water quality standards if 
mining operators obtained 
‘dredge-and-fill’ permits from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 
“But the standard for obtaining 
such a permit allows a greater 
level of damage than would be 



OWINGSVILLE — Cintas 
Corp., which makes uniforms for 
businesses, announced last week 
it will close two Kentucky plants 
— one in Owingsville, the other 
in Hazard — on Jan. 31, throw- 
ing nearly 300 employees out of 
a job. 

The plant in Owingsville, 
which has 156 employees, makes 
uniform work pants. The plant in 
Hazard, which has 142 employ- 
ees, makes uniform work shirts. 

According to Cintas spokes- 
person, Heather Trainer, over the 
past two years, there’s been a 
steady decline in the demand for 
the work uniforms made at the 
two plants. 

The uniforms made in 
Owingsville and Hazard are 
shipped to distribution centers. 
When the two plants close, the 
garments will be manufactured at 
other Cintas locations. 

Trainer said the bad economy 
has forced some businesses that 
order uniforms from Cintas to 
close. Other businesses have 
stopped ordering work uniforms 
for new employees.

Bath County’s Tater 
Knob Fire Tower 
damaged in blaze 

MOREHEAD — A fire of un- 
known origin burned the cab of 
Tater Knob Fire Tower, located 
on the Daniel Boone National 
Forest in Bath County. Tater 
Knob was the last remaining fire 
toward on the national forest and 
is listed in the NIational Historic 
Lookout Register. The tower is 
currently unsafe and the area is 
closed to the public. 

The tower was built in 1934 
by the CCC. The structure on top 
was rebuilt in 1959. This fire to- 
ward was staff daily during the 
fire season from 1934 until the 
early 1970s. In 1993, the toward 
was restored and opened to the 



permitted under OSM’s previous 
version of the buffer zone rule.” 
The new rule “would also require 
coal operators to minimize fills 
and consider alternatives.” 

According to Juliet Eilperin of 
The Washington Post, “A senior 
administration official, who 
spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity because the rule has not 
been published, said new safe- 
guards in the regulation will re- 
duce the amount of waste depos- 
ited in Appalachian mountain 
waterways and is ‘going to im- 
pose costs on the coal industry.’ 
But coal officials, who had lob- 
bied for the change, said it would 
not burden the industry and 
would help protect Appalachia’s 
14,000 mountaintop-mining 
jobs.” 

The Obama administration 
could try to overturn the new rule, 
which would be a complicated 
and lengthy process. “Obama’s 
transition team declined to com- 
ment on its plans on Tuesday,” 
the Herald-Leader reports. An- 
other option would be for oppo- 
nents to go through the courts. 
Opponents have argued that the 
rule change is illegal. Also, the 
administration could propose a 
broader regulation or legislaiton 
that would place new limits on 
mountaintop removal, a step 
Obama has said he favors. 

The governors of Kentucky 
and Tennessee asked EPA to re- 
ject the new rule, but Kentucky 
state legislators, including sev- 
eral from coal-mining regions, 
sent their own letter to the EPA 
supporting the change. The 
state’s Democratic congressmen 
opposed the rule, and Rep. Ben 
Chandler, D-Versailles, said yes- 
terday, “This decision ignores 
Kentucky’s landscape and merely 
rewards bad behavior.”

Cintas has about eight other 
operations in Kentucky, including 
two in Lexington (about 170 em- 
ployees), two in Louisville (225 
employees) and one in Ashland 
(130 employees). Trainer said 
workers who are laid off in 
Owings ville and Hazard will be 
encouraged to apply for open po- 
sitions at other locations. 

Cintas will offer severance 
pay, continued health care cover- 
age and an on-site job center at 
each plant. The people who are 
laid off will retain their vested 
holdings in the Cintas Partners 
Plan, which includes profit-shar- 
ing, 401(k) contributions and an 
employee stock- ownership pro- 
gram. 

The announcement that Cintas 
would close comes on the heels 
of another plant closing in 
Owingsville, where Key Elec- 
tronics, headquartered in 
Jeffersonville, Ind., closed its 
plant and 37 employees were laid 
off.
